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‘Japan’s Role 


Against Reds 
Stressed in 
C’ wealth Talk 


LONDON (Kyodo-Reuter)— 
The British Commonwealth 
Prime Ministers’ Conference, at 
their morning session Friday, 
discussed questions concerning 
Japan and several of the states 
men stressed the importance of 
heiping her to take her full 
place among the community of 
free nations and to become a 
bulwark against communism in 
the Far East. 

The extent to which this could 
be helped by facilitating Japan's 
trade was considered. 

The whole question of Com- 
monwealth trade relationships 
with Japan, however, will be ex- 
amined more fully when 
conference, next week, gives a 
whole day to economic and 
financial problems, conference 
sources said. 

The Commonwealth prime 
ministers showed differences of 
view in discussing the question 
of Communist China’s admis- 
sion to the United Nations. 


Some of the 10 countries rep- 
resented support her admission, 
some oppose it, and still others 
approve the idea in principle 
but have reservations on tim- 
ing. 

The ques¥on was discussed 
by the statesmen Friday in the 
context of a general debate on 
Southeast Asia and the Far 
East. . 


Informal Talks Held 


LONDON (AP)—Prime Minis- 
ter Macmillan conferred private- 
ly with British Commonwealth 
leaders Saturday in the relaxed 
atmosphere of an English coun- 
try_ house. 


Statesmen of nine Common- 
wealth lands assembled in two 
separate groups for the first in- 
formal talks on world problems 
since the conference opened 
here last Wednesday. nfor- 
mants said they got down to 
frank talking free of the for- 
malities of the conference table. 


Chequers, official country re- 
sidence of the British Prime 
Minister, 40 miles west of Lon- 
don, was sealed off from sight- 
seers and newsmen. Police 
guarded the barbed wire-topped 
walks around the Buckingham- 
shire Estate. 


The weekend meetings came 
as conference delegates prepar- 
ed for the second major stage 
of their talks next week. They 
will discuss disarmament, the 
role of the United Nations in 
international affairs and the 
loosening economic ties between 
members of the historic Com- 
monwealth alliance. The con- 
ference ends Friday.

TAKAMATSU (Kyodo)—A Li- 
beral-Democratic Party candi- 
date beat a Socialist opponent 
by a slim margin Thursday in 
the Kagawa Prefecture by-elec- 
tion for the House of Council- 
lors.

1000 IGY Savants Ready 


Ten thousand of the world’s sci- 
entists swing into action Sunday 
to probe anew the celestial and 
earthly mysteries of man’s phy- 
sical environment. 

At midnight GMT (9 a.m. JST 
Monday) International Geophy- 
sical Year 1957-58 will be 
launched after five years of pre- 
paration. The sponsors describe 
it as “the greatest concerted 
study of the earth and its at- 
mosphere ever undertaken.” _ 

Tt is a $500,000,000 cooperative 
effort of 66 nations, including 
Soviet Russia, “to open up new 
paths of understanding in the 
mind of man.” 

Before it ends Dec. 31, 1958, 
the United States hopes to fire 
at least six earth satellites into 
the spa in search of 

smic data which through the 
centuries may ‘have eluded 
earthbound . scientists. Russia 
also expects to launch space 
moons of its own. 

Each participating nation 
will execute its own program 
but all the data collected will 
be collated in the years ahead 


as the findings of the scientific 
community as a whole. And 
from this the men of science 
hope to provide new knowl- 
edge of man’s surroundings 
and improve his material well- 
being. 

President Eisenhower Sunday 
is sending the sponsors, includ- 
ing the National Academy of 
Sciences and the U.S. national 
committee of the geophysical 
year, a special message. 

Chief interest from the lay- 
man’s standpoint is in the satel- 
lites, Or Manmade moons. Lad- 
en with sensitive instruments, 
they are intended to cruise 
through space outside the 
earth’s atmosphere for weeks 
or months while transmitting 
secrets of the universe to 
scientists around the world. 

‘ They will be traced by radio, 
amateur “moonwatch” teams, 
and special phototelescopes for 
12 stations in various areas of 
the world. 

Dr. Richard W. Porter, chair- 
man of the national committee's 
earth satellite panel, said Fri-

WASHINGTON (Kyodo-UP)— 


the 21.5 pound satellite’s 18, 
000-mile-an-hour flight to last 
three months, with it approach- 
ing as close as 200 miles to the 
earth and soaring as much as 
1,200 te 1,500 miles away. 

Ultimately it is expected to 
be consumed by the heat of 
friction with the earth’s atmos- 
here. 

The satellites will be pushed 
into their orbit by a threestage 
rocket booster weighing 22,000 
pounds and developing 27,000 
pounds of thrust. The cost of 
the launching equipment is as- 
tronomical. 

Porter said this phase of the 
program has progressed far en- 
ough to indicate six fully instru- 
mented launchings before the 
IGY ends. But he said “it is 
not realistic to expect the suc- 
cessful flight of more than four.” 
In fact, he said, “the probabill- 
ty of success on any flight will 
almost certainly not be as great 
as 67 per cent.” 

If equipment can be delivered 
to the tracking stations in time, 
the first satellite may shoot 
aloft in early 1958.

WASHINGTON (INS)—Presi- 
dent Eisenhower declared the 
hurricane-stricken areas of 
Louisiana and Texas as disaster 
areas Saturday as_ estimates 
placed a thousand persons still 
marooned without food or water 
in the Cameron, La., area. 


The town of Cameron was 98 
per cent destroyed by a tidal 
wave following Hurricane Aud- 
rey and at least 150 persons 
perished in the disaster.’ 


Designation of the areas as 
“disaster areas” makes them 
eligible ,for federal loans and 
other aid. 

White House news secretary 
James C, Hagerty said he had 
given the President, who is in 
Gettysburg, Pa., four civil de- 
fense reports on the hurricane 
damage and will fly to Gettys- 
burg later Saturday to report 
directly to Eisenhower. 

At least 19 other persons were 
killed elsewhere by the first 
tropical storm of the season 
which brought death, destruc- 
tion and misery. .

Japan has arranged to withdraw

serve position. 


The credits from the fund, Ex- 
port-Import Bank and World 
Bank would give Japan approx- 
imately 500 million dollars in 
foreign exchange to cope with 
immediate and long-term eco- 
nomic problems. 


The amount of the World Bank 
loan will depend upon a study 
of detailed plans to be submitted 
by the Japanese Government. A 
technical mission from the bank 
will go to Japan for field sur- 
veys but the date has not yet 
been set.

Rise in Import Cost 
Feared by U.S. Loan 


The International Trade and 
Industry Ministry expressed 
fear yesterday that the report- 
ed 175 million dollars Export- 
Import Bank credits to Japan 
might ‘cause a rise in the cost 
of imports. 


It admitted that the credits 
would help balance the nation’s 
foreign trade. 


It added, however, that 
Japan’s purchase of 700,000 
bales of American raw. cotton 
with the credits might necessi- 
tate a cutback on imports of 
cheaper Mexican cotton. More- 
over, it said, Japan might have 
to reduce raw cotton imports 
from Pakistan, provided for by 
the trade agreement between 
the two nations. 

_ As for the credits for the pur- 
chase of barley, wheat and soy- 
beans, the ministry said there 
would be an increase in trans- 
portation cost because the 
American law requires half of 
the credit-financed exports to be 
carried by American vessels. 
Kt said if the interest rate 
on the credits was low, it could 
offset such disadvantages. But, 
it added, this is impossible, since 
the rate has been raised to 4.5 
per cent.

The Japanese Prime Minister, 
who is spending two days here 
on his return from talks with 
President Eisenhower in Wash- 
ington, said a joint committee 
of representatives from the two 
nations would “study the opera- 
tions and dispositions” of Amer- 
ican forces that will remain 
there after ground troops are 
withdrawn this year. 

Kishi said he felt he and 
Eisenhower had reached an 
understanding on future friend- 
ly relations between the two 
nations. 

But he said the two leaders 
had not been able to agree on 
the Okinawa question. He said 
he had asked that Japan be 
given full “administrative rights 
—government and judicial” on 
Okinawa. 

“Because of the iniporfarite 
of the American military ‘i!m- 
stallations (on Okinawa) we 
have no objection to the bases 
there, nor any desire to have 
them removed,” Kishi added. 

In response to a question as 
to whether the Okinawan -peo- 
ple wish to return to Japanese 
control, Kishi said: “The Oki- 
nawan legislative body, elected 
by the people, has.time and 
again unanimously passed re- 
solutions requesti#® that.”

tors’ magazines for years and 
commanding four and five 
times the ¥1,800 asked/for at 
Kiddyland on Yoyogi Street, 
Tokyo. Revisiting this area is 
like visiting with favorite old 
friends for you'll find many 
pleasant surprises as shop- 
keepers vie for new ideas and 
articles. 

‘With the savings, the “other 
things” you can’t resist might 
be any one of newly created 
items—a huge decorator’s fan, 
five feet wide with Striking 
paintings on gold and silver 
paper; or “shoji” rice paper 
that won't tear; or—old favorites 
like hooked rugs made to 
order. A bold design of iris or 
delicate cherry-blossoms—or a 
motif of your own choice—is 
painted on heavy silver or 
gold screen paper on oversized 
folding fans like ‘those used in 
classical Japanese dances and 
the theater. It measures three 
feet in length when closed and 
opens out to five feet (7,500). 
This along with the other two 
items is found in the modest- 
looking shop of Shimura Com- 


pany. 

A 9x12 foot hooked rug made 
to your own design costs about 
¥17,000, while a ready-made 
hooked rug 3x6 feet in red with 
“kotobuki,” the Japanese ideo- 
graph for “good luck,” in black 
costs ¥2,400. “Shoji” rice paper 
reinforced with cotton tulle in- 
serted between two layers of 
rice paper is found in 3x6 foot 
sheets with maple, bamboo, 
lupine, butterflies and wisteria 
as_stock design (your own de- 
signs, will be made up) cost 
¥700 per sheet. A three panel 
screen using this paper is ¥6,000. 

We find these and many more 
in just one shop, let’s check 
through the others. Starting 
near the Forbidden City Restau- 
rant and strolling toward “F” 
Avenue, one of the first windows 
to catch your eye is full of salad 
bowls, next door to a florist. A 
good buy here is a cherrywood 
bowl 15 inches in diameter for 


| ¥1,500; while a set with this 


bowl and 12 individual bowls, a 
fork and spoon is ¥2,800. A hint 
when buying carved bowls and 
trays is that pieces taken from 
a log lengthwise will not crack 
as easily as those cut - cross- 
wise, showing round concentric 
circles, 

A nearby window is full of 
blue and white chinaware ... 
an unusual pattern of. peasant 
type all-over pattern in folk- 
ware pottery. Known as the 
Blue Danube pattern of Mura- 
ta ware, it’s made exclusively 
for this shop (Washington "Com- 
pany). A 95-piece set costs 
only ¥11,500. In direct con- 
trast is the ornate gold and 
silver cherry blossoms and 
plum blossoms in _. over-all 
fill-in design known as umezu- 
me sakura. A 93-piece set costs 
¥70,000. This ornate pattern is 
done_in good taste and is not 
a bit udy and dessert sets 
or a single cake plate would 
make a long-enjoyed gift. Be- 
ing open stock, you can buy 
any piece, but this pattern is 
found only here and in the Im- 
perial Hotel arcade. Incident- 
ally, they report that sets this 
large usually cost about ¥9,000 
in shipping Costs to the U.S. 
by parcel post. 

Let’s move on to Sagara 
Silver Company. Like so many 
other things, one can’t compare 
prices on silverware because . . 
amount of silver used, work- 
manship and design all deter- 
mine the cost. I'd been look- 
ing around for a dresser set and 
found just what I wanted... 
an absolutely plain sterling 
silver set (the mirror measures 
about 13 inches) for ¥17,500. A 
sterling Swedish modern tea and 
coffee service is ¥48,000 while

Kiddyland is next, chockful 
of toys; but here’s one of the 
collection of inexpensive 
novelty summer bags for ¥400- 
6550.

NEWYORK (INS)—A change 
in the all-star balloting system 
was a virtual certainty Friday 
in the wake of a dream game 
voting nightmare in which Stan 
Musial, Willie Mays and Hank 
Aaron had to be “subbed in” as 
starting players in the National 
League lineup. 

In danger was the popular 
vote procedure in which the 
fans designate the eight starting 
players in each league. 

At a time when baseball is 
very monopoly conscious, Com- 
missioner Ford Frick swung 
into action Friday and erased 
the farcical possibility of having 
the American League play the 
Cincinnati Redlegs on July 9 at 
St. Louis. 


To eliminate the future 
chances of repeating the ballot 
avalanche which temporarily 
gave eight Redlegs starting 
berths, Frick and National 
League President Warren Giles 
indicated they will seek a 
change in the voting system. 


A new plan is expected to be 
announced not long after this 
year’s game fades into history 
at St. Louis. The new plan 
could be the old one of polling 
the eight managers in each 
league. But this would seem 
drastic in view of the desire of 
baseball’s high brass to “keep 
the game in the hands of the 
fans.” 


The commissioner, who had 
to “veto” First Baseman 
George Crowe, “Center Fielder 
Gus Bell and Right Fielder 
Wally Post off the first team 
to rectify what he called a 
“terrible situation,” and Giles, 
who called the election “bad 
for baseball,” both favor the 
present fan-selection system. 


No matter what happens, 
genial Gabe Paul, general mana 
ger of the Redlegs, still claims 
the commissioner did his boys 
wrong. 

The Cincinnati Times-Star 
started the ball of controversy 
rolling by filing 550,000 votes, 
most of them for the home team, 
just before the voting deadline. 
What had appeared to be a 
normal voting in newspapers 
and broadcasting stations 
throughout the nation now be- 
came a lopsided Cincy show. 

Musial, the St. Louis Cardinal 
great who was gunning for his 
record 14th all-star designation, 
had headed all the vote-getters 
before the Ohio deluge. Both 
Mays, the dynamic New York 
Giant Center Fielder and Aaron, 
sensational Milwaukee Brave 
Right Fielder, were running far 
ahead at their respective posi- 
tions, as expected.

Brundage, who just returned 
from meetings of IOC officials 
and international sports federa 
tions’ officials in Evian-les-Bains, 
France, went on to say: 

“The Italians are ready. They 
are tying into the Games in 
good shape. They have an ex- 
cellent organization, and have 
great buildings. 

“The Games in Rome should 
be an outstanding success.” 

He hinted that diplomatic 
difficulties still lie ahead for the 
1960 Winter Olympics in Squaw 
Valley, Calif. 

The State Department, he 
said, has been asked whether it 
will waive the fingerprinting 
of athletes from Communist 
——- but has not answer- 


“At our meeting in France 
just concluded, I was unofficial- 
ly asked if their athletes would 
be fingerprinted,” he said. So 
far, Communist citizens have 
refused to submit to American 
fingerprinting. 

“Under the Olympic rules any 
country which holds the Games 
must give visas to the visiting 
athletes.” 

Among Iron Curtain nations, 
the United States does not re 
cognize either Bulgaria or Red 
China, both of which are re 
presented on the International 
Olympic Committee. 

Brundage appeared optimistic 
over the preparations at Squaw 
Valley. He said he was inform- 
ed on his arrival here that the 
organizing committee now can 
condemn what land it needs. 

“When Squaw Valley applied 
for the Games we told them they 
would have to get $5,000,000 
and they did. Now it looks as if 
they need $10,000,000 so they 
must go back to the legislature 
for more.” 

Brundage said that at the 
meeting he attended in Evian- 
les-Bains, “There was a mark- 
ed division between the Com- 
munists and Western countries. 

“The Communists wanted to 
extend the Olympic program ra- 
ther than diminish it, even to 
extending the period of the 
Games. The Western countries 
advanced the view that “the 
athletes are amateurs and could 
not spend too much time at the 
Games.” 

Brundage said he thought it 
was the view of the IOC that 
the Games should be cut down.

MANILA (AP)—Central Bank 


of the Philippines officials have 


taken issue with Felino Neri, 
Philippine Ambassador to Japan, 
over his request to minimize 
publicity on the bank’s current 
investigation of Japanese trad- 
ers here, the Philippines Herald 
said Friday. . 

Neri’s request, sent to the 
Central Bank through the De- 
partment of Foreign Affairs, is 
reported to have said the public- 
ity given the probe has had an 
adverse reaction in Japan and 
had “embarrassed” the Philip 
pine Embassy in Tokyo. 

The Ambassador was said to 
have informed acting: Secretary 
of Foreign Affairs Raul Mangla- 
pus that he was “increasingly 
concerned with the serious effect 
of these developments” on the 
success of his work in Japan 
and on Japanese-Philippine re- 
lations. Neri is’ said to have 
complained of an “anti-Japa- 
nese” feeling in the bank. 

Central Bank Gov. Miguel 
Cuaderno said in a letter to 
Manglapus “the Japanese trad- 
ers in Manila seem to have 
failed to cooperate with Cen- 
tral Bank officials on a matter 
of such great importance to the 
proper enforcement of exchange 
controls in this country.” 

The Central Bank investiga- 
tion concerns alleged, illegal 
dealings between Japanese trad- 
ers and Filipino exporters, 
mainly those handling lumber, 
in order to retain dollar earn- 
ing abroad. Such deals would 
violate Central Bank foreign 
exchange control regulations. 

The Herald said R. Mariano 
Corpus, special assistant to the

53 Firms Collapse. 
During June 1-26 


A total of 53 companies and 
firms throughout the country 
went bankrupt from the first 
of June up until June 26 as a 
result of the Government’s tight 
money policy. 

According to a checkup by 
the Tokyo Credit Clearing 
House, a survey organ for the 
textile industry, the bankrupt- 
cies involved a total debt of 
1,704 million yen. 

Compared with the corre- 
sponding period of the previous 
year, the number of bankrupts 
showed a 2.5-fold increase and 
debts a 4.3-fold increase. 

Both Bank of Japan and pri- 
vate bank circles fear that the 
Government’s tight money poli- 
cy will backfire extensively as 
rapid increases are expected in 
cases of dishonored bills and 
bankruptcy during the July- 
August period when business 
circles usually require billions, 
of yen for the bonus settlement 
term and slack summer business 
season. 

The Tokyo Credit Clearing 
House revealed that many bank- 
ruptcies were seen in firms ahd 
companies whose capital ranged 
between 20 million and 50 mil- 
lion yen. 


Gaimusho Centralizes 
Commercial Affairs 


Fujio Hayashi, counselor of 
the Economic Affairs Bureau of 
the Foreign Office, has been en- 
trusted with the task of handl- 
ing all commercial affairs under 
the ministry’s jurisdiction, it 
was announced yesterday.

White Paper Stresses 


A-Power Generation 


The Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry yesterday 
issued a White Paper on the 
electric power situation in the 
country. 

The report, the fourth since 
May 1951, covers fiscal 1955 and 
1956. 

Highlights of the survey are 
as follows: 


1. Since power supply is ex- 
pected to be tight in the future, 
the established policy of stress- 
ing thermal power generhtion 
would be continued. 


2. Although the cost of de- 
veloping power resources must 
be considered, there is need to 
push .such: programs in the 
future in order to bring about 
a relaxation in the supply and 
demand situation. Serious stu- 
dy should be given to atomic 
power generation in order to 
open new sources of energy. 

3. Electricity rates should be 
lowered through rationalization 
of enterprise but an increase 
in certain areas as a result of 
progress in power development 
is unavoidable.

Pitfalls in Foreign Trade - 


Distant Debt Collection 


Apt to Prove Di 


icult, 


By KIYOSHI MORII 


Being penniless is the strong-| 
est defense a debtor has against 
his creditor. You cannot col- 
lect from a penniless debtor. If 
he lives at the other end of 
the globe, the intervening miles 
make him safe even against a 
tongue-lashing from you. 

In import-export business, 
the insurmountable barrier of 
pole-to-pole distance often 
makes a debt uncollectable, no 
matter whether the debtor is 
penniless or solvent. 

M & Co. was a five-year-old 
export firm in Osaka With an 
office in a rented room of a 
building on the main street. Its 
capital was ¥300,000, plus, ¥1,- 
700,000 invested in the business. 
It was a three-man show made 
up of the president, the manag- 
ing director and typist. 

Like every other export firm 
of its size and means, M & Co. 
specialized in, sundries—prod- 
ucts of medium and small-sized 
industries. . 

Overcrowded Business 

The sundries export trade has 
always been overcrowded, as 
overwhelming competition from 
giant cOrporations has forced, 
and is still forcing, nfedium-siz- 
ed exporters of textiles; iron- 
steel, machinery and chemicals 
into the sundries field. Su 
dries are relatively low-cost 
goods and can be handled with 
a relatively small capital. 

The overcrowding intensifies 
competition all the time and 
cuts down the margin of pro 
fit for exporters year after year. 
At the time when this story be- 
gins, M & Co.’s margin had 
dwindled to an average of 3.5 
per cent, or between 70,000 
and ¥80,000 monthly. 

M & Co.”s ex ‘were 
¥50,000 in salaries, ¥10,000 in 
office-room rent, ¥10,000 for the 
telephone bill, ¥20,000 in inter- 
est on bank loaris, ¥40,000 ‘in 
postage and incidentals—a to- 
tal of 130,000.

At this ‘time, of all times, M 
& Co. received a $1,000 bank 
draft (a check payable on de- 
mand) from its regular customer 
in Honduras, The check was to 
buy handkerchiefs and sundry 
textile made-ups for the cus- 
tomer, 


The Honduras importer used 
to buy from M & Co. on a let- 
ter of credit basis (the exporter 
receiving payment upon presen- 
tation of shipping documents). 
After three years’ experience, 
he had come to repose sufficient 
confidence in the Japanese ex- 
porter to give him a bank draft 
with each order—payment ‘in 
advance of shipment. 


M & Co. misappropriated the 
check in question—the. eighth 
check and worth the equivalent 
of 1,000,000. When, after a 
long wait, the buyer pressed for 
shipment of the goods, M & Co, 
told the truth and promised to 
pay back as soon as the finan- 
cial position got better. 

Futile Waiting 


For two years M & Co. held 
the customer off and off by re- 
peating the promise. The cus- 
tomer waited patiently. But 
what else could he have done? 

He could have brought a suit 
before a Japanese court, but the 
verdict would have had no bind- 
ing force on M & Co. in the ab- 
sence of a judicial agreement 
between Japan and Honduyras. 
M & Co.’s promise of eventual 
payment, even if unmeant, ab- 
solved it of all criminai charges. 

The only. effective way would 
have been for the Honduras 
buyer personally to come to Ja- 
pan or send an agent to file a 
suit. That would have been a 
time-taking and costly proposi- 
tions If the suit could be won, 
not a cent could be collected if 
M & Co. went bankrupt.

Four Hungarian student refugees have complained that 
the big leftist campus organization Zengakuren is ‘“sabo- 
taging” their efforts to tell the true story of the Hungarian 
revolution. Specifically they charge that Zengakuren was 
responsible for preventing a discussion meeting they had 
scheduled at Tokyo University. 

In all fairness it must be stressed that the complex 
circumstances point to the likelihood that the incident was 
largely the result of a misunderstanding, apparently due 


to language difficulties. 


Nevertheless the fact remains that these foreign visitors 
were subjected to an indignant slight, at the very least. 
And judging simply by the results it seems obvious that 
there was pressure somewhere to deny Japanese studerits 
the right to hear what the Hungarians had to say. 

It goes without saying that our sympathy is with the 
Hungarians rather than their Soviet oppressors. How any 
reasonable person can ignore the mountainous evidence 


of that.oppression is beyond us. 


But leaving that aside, 


the point here is the right to speak and the right to listen. 
Zengakuren is a powerful organization, and its power 
far exceeds that due to even its large membership (about 


160,000 throughout the nation’s campuses). 


While deplor- 


ing its tactics, by which it takes over as spokesman for 
all students, we must at the same time shake a finger at 
those who permit such a-situation. 

Students above all others should know the value of 
tolerance.and indeed, its necessity, if they are to get any 


education dat all. 


It is this basic principle of democracy, 


often called freedom, that Japanese students need most 


to learn. 


Ironically enough, it is the Hungarians who can tell 


them, about it. 
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The U.S. World Policy and Japan 


The recent Eisenhower-Kishi 
talks in Washington are general- 
ly regarded as a fair measure 
of success in that it marked the 
opening of a “new age” in the 
relations between the United 
States and this nation, thougn 
whether this proves to be a 
real success or not depends 
upon the Prime Minister's 
future efforts. 


The talks were significant 
especially in that the United 
States President and the Japa- 
nese Prime Minister had a 
frank exchange of views onthe 
general world situation as well 
as the particular aspects of the 
U.S.Japan relations. 

One thing that 1s to be regret- 
ted in this connection is that 
the public opinion in both the 
United States and Japan did not 
always show a sufficient un- 
derstanding of each other's 
standpoint. 

We remember that, at the 
time of the late Mr. Shigem)- 
tsu’s visit to the United States 
in August, 1955, a certain emi- 
nent American critic wrote 
sometring to the effect that it 
was a wonder to think of Ja- 
pan; as an independent sover- 
eign state. We do not believe 
that such a notion of Japan 
still prevails in the United 
States, but it is incontestable 
that this was the perception 
shown, at the least, by a con- 
sideraile number of Americans 
only two years ago. s 


Japanese Opinions 


On the cther aand, the im- 
pression ot the Japanese public 
opinion was that the yvapanese 
held too fast to their particular 
standpoint. Many Japanese 
were dissatisfied with the lack 
of understanding on the part 
of the Americans of Japan’s 
situation. There is no denying 
the fact, however, that the 
Japanese multitude themselves 
were prone to disregard the 
United States’ standpoint and 
its world policy and strategy. 

It is true that the United 
States abahdoned, when the Re- 
publican Party got into power, 
the old Democratic policy of 
“Europe First.” But it is indis- 
putable that Europe still is the 
greater concern of all Ameri- 
cans. \ 

The United States is the 
mainstay of the vast defense 
structure which covers. the 
whole surface of the globe, com- 
prising the NATO, SEATO and 
the Baghdad Pact Organization. 
It is the only power to cope 
with the Soviet Union, and it 
is that nation, again, which is 
responsible for the enforcement 
of the EZisenhower principle in 
the Middle and Near East. 

The Japanese indifference to 
these facts undoubtedly makes 
one of the immediate causes of 
the divergence between the two 
nations. 


Differ on China 


A. wide divergence in views is 
noted, again, with regard to the 
roblem o. Communist China. 
ais is not without reason. The 
United States has had a bitter 
experience in the failure of its 
efforts to arbitrate between the 
Chinese Nationalists and Com- 
munists. It was just before the’ 
arbitration proved successful 
that the unhappy event of the 
imprisonmen: of the U.S. con- 
sul general at Mukden took 
place, bringing every effort on 
the part of th: United States to 
naught, ; 

In its war against the Chinese 
Communists in Korea also, the 
United States made a sacrifice— 
almost as large as that it had 
made in the Pacific War. 

Japan, on the contrary, had 
nothing to do directly with 
these problems the United 
States had to face. The only 
contact she had with these 
crises was that she cooperated 
indirectly with the — United 
States and the United Nations 
in the Korean War. 

The same thing can be: said 
with her attitude toward other 
crises in Europe and in Asia. 
Japan looked with more or less 
indifference on the execution of 
the Marshall Plan, on the block- 
ade of Berlin, and on the hos’ 
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Sunday, June 30 

Asahi Shimbun welcomed the 
discussion by the Socialist Par- 
ty’s Central Committee on the 
issue of strengthening party dis- 
cipline since some of the party’s 
leaders are reported to have 
been involved in the scandalous 
case Of the National Federation 
of" Agricultural Purchasing 
Cooperatives. The opposition 
party, the paper said, should 
reach a definite conclusion on 
how to enforce party discipline. 
The best method for doing this, 
it Said; will be to stabilize the 
party's finances as soon as pos- 
sibse asp ed by some So- 
cialists. The paper sympathiz- 
ed with those Socialists who 
dabbied in the scandal just to 
raise money for the fund-short 

rty. The paper regretted, 
owevér, that the central com- 
mittee failed to take up the last 
spring labor offensive which 
caused severe public criticism. 


Mainichi Shimbun commented 
on the fact that Japan is to con- 
clude a. series of loan contracts 
with the International Monetary 
Fund, ‘the Export-Import Bank 
and the World Bank. The pa- 
said that the conclusion of 
oreign .lom contracts to 
strengthen Japan's trade settle- 
ment power and to import 
necessary raw materials and 
foodstuffs,-was not a bad thing. 
This, the paper said, would, in 
a sense, show Japan's good in- 
ternational eredit standing. The 
paper said, however, it could 
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not agree with the view that 
since this country would be 
able to settle the fore ex- 
change shortage issue ,through 
these loans, it might turn to an 
economic expansion policy 
again. Japan must first reflect 
on why it was compelled to de- 
pend on foreign loans, it added. 


Yomiuri Shimbun attached 
significance to July 1 when 
the Third International Geo- 
physical Year would begin. 
It expressed satisfaction that 
international cooperation, in 
the true sense of § the 
words, would be demonstrated 
in the field of science during 
the year in the exchange 
of results of geophysical observa- 
tions made by 58 countries. The 
paper described the purpose of 
this geophysical year as vast 
and immeasurable in that it 
would make life better and 
richer and provide a deeper 
understanding of nature. It 
urged the Government and peo- 
ple to recognize the importance 
of this year and make every ef- 
fort to make our sciéntific team 
score a brilliant success in its 
work. 
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Kahoku Shimpo (Sendai) ex- 
pressed satisfaction that self-re- 
flection was exercised at major 
conferences of various reformist 
groups held both at home and 
abroad. The paper said Com- 
munist Chinese Premier Chou 
En-lai stressed, at the fourth 
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session of the National People’s 
Congress at Peiping, the need 
for strict enforcement of official 
discipline by pointing to the 
abuses of malfeasance, wasteful 
spending and bureacracy. The 
harmful effects of bureaucracy, 
the paper said, are in evidence 
not only in such countries as 
Communist China and the So- 
viet Union but also in this coun- 
try. At the convention of the 
National Railway Workers Un- 
ion, it said, the bureaucracy of 
union leaders was exposed and 
criticized by the lower echelons. 


Nishi Nihon Shimbun (Fuku- 
oka) regrette. that Communist 
Chinese Premier Chou En-lai, in 
his address to the National Peo- 
ple’s Congress, did not enunci- 
ate anything new in his foreign 
policy.

And the difficulty will be grea- 
ter if we try to maxe them un-

China. 

It is necessary, of course, to 
have the Americans understand 
Japan’s situation, and it can 
hardly be denied that efforts on 
the part of the United States 
to understand Japan couid we 
strengthened.

Atomic Medicine

This is the fourth of six articles 
on the increasing uses and excit- 
ing future of atomic energy in 
industry, power, agriculture and 
medicine—Editor. 


In a bomb blast~atomie rays 
killed thousands; in a hospital 
they can save many thousand 
more. 

Equally important, they can 
help unlock the secrets of dis- 
ease, of aging, of life itself. 

This atomic attack on disease 
is being carried forward on 
three fronts: 


— Diagnosis: Finding out 
what is wrong with the body. 
Atomic medicine has been par- 
ticularly successful in helping 
doctors pin-point cancers unde- 
tected by previous known me- 
thods. 4 

—Treatment:; Doing some- 
thing about what is wrong. 
Again, atomic medicine has 
scored its most impressive vic- 
tories to date over the toughest 
foe of all—cancer in its many 
forms: brain, tumors, leukemia, 
malignant cataracts, prostatic 
cancer, cancer of the thyroid. 

—Basic research: What is go- 
ing on inside the body. As sci- 
ence more and more gets infec- 
tious diseases under control, at- 
tentions turns to the so-called 
chroni¢ ills—heart disease, hy- 
pertengion, mental @isorders, - 


Radifisotopes (com pounds 
madeFadioactiv in an atom fur- 
n and thus capable of giving 
off radiation) are introduced 
into the body in order to learn 
how these chronic ills develop 
and what can be done to cor- 
rect them. 3 

Progress in these fields is 
breathtaking. The atomic energy 
commission estimates as many 
as one million patients a year 
are benefitting from diagnosis 
or treatment with radioisotopes. 

A steady demand for these 
“hot” items flows into the Oak 
Ridge, Tenn., National Labora- 
tory’s “atomic drugstore.” Some 
1,100 customers.a year are ser- 


viced. The prescriptions are 
a in’ 50-pound, leadlined 
xes. 


Here are a few of the most 
encouraging atomic medicine ad- 
vances of today and the shape 
of things for tomorrow: 

The atomic cocktail is now 
standard treatment for cancers 
of the thyroid resistant to pre 
vious therapy. The cocktail 


consists simply of radioactive” 


fodine dissolved in plain water 
and served to the patient in an 
ordinary paper cup. 

Phosphorus 32 and other 
radioisotopes are used to treat 
a variety of blood diseases, in- 
cluding certain leukemic condi- 
tions. ; 

Radioiodine 131 is used to 
control selected cases of chron- 
ic hear: failure. 

In diagnosis, radio 
have solved one of the most 
roblems: when 
the’eye seemed involved in can- 
cer, the only way to make sure 
was to open surgically and re- 
move the suspected area for ex- 
amination, 

But what if the eye was nor- 
mal? It couldn't be put back 
ir and used again. Now, thanks 
to radioisotopes, the eye condi- 
tion can be without 
removing it.

cesses of the body: they meas- 
ure blood volume, heart pow- 
er the rate of-red blood cel} for- 


mation, the action of drugs and:

In the future, Dr. Charles L. 
Dunham, 
division. of biology and medi- 
cine, suggests tracers maybe 
able to spot developing distur- 
bances before they become 
chronic. 

With early recognition of 
lurking heart, liver, kidney, and 
perhaps even mental, disorders, 
Dr. Dunham says there is 
“every reason to believe” the 
defect can be corrected before 
“irreparable damage is done.” 

A nuclear reactor designed 
specifically for treating patients 
is now in the construction 
stage at Brookhaven National 
Laboratory, in Upton, L.I., N.Y. 
It will be housed near Brook- 
haven’s atomic research hospi- 
tal, also nearing completion. 

This uranium-enriched reac- 
tor has four working sides: two 
ports on opposite sides of the 
reactor will allow’ neutron 
beams from the atomic core tq 
pass -directly out into patient 
treatment rooms. 

This will permit an attack on 
brain cancers with the famous 
“atomic - reaction - inside - the- 
head” technique. . 

A brain cancer victim is giv- 
en an injection of a_ special 
boron compound which tends to 
localize in the brain tumor. The 
patient’s head is lined up at the 
reactor porthole and the. hot 
neutron stream pouring out 
from the core literally “bom- 
bards” the boron concentration 
in the tumor. 

When the boron “captures” 
these neutrons, an atomic reac- 
tion takes place similar to what 
happens inside an A-bomb; the 
boron gives off cancer-destroy- 
ing radiation with little effect 
on the adjacent normal brain

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Japanese Views on Taiwan 


The lead article in the July 
Chuokoron is most interesting. 
It is about Taiwan, and it is 
intéresting as much for what 
to say about certain 
Japanese views of Taiwan as 
for what it has to say about 
Taiwan. The author is a Taiwa- 
nese who has become a well- 
known writer in Japanese as 
Kyu Ei-kan, the Japanese read- 
ing of his name. Kyu, if we 
may for convenience call him 
that, has entitled his article “Do 


Not Forget the Taiwanese.” He 


is a Taiwanese nationalist. 


, After viewing the recent his- 
tory of Taiwan, he concludes 
that Taiwanese want neither 
Japanese nor mainland Chinese 
nor yet Americans over them. 
They would prefer to be left 
alone, at first under a United 


Nations trusteeship, then under P@" 


whatever arrangements they 
may choose by plebiscite. He 
seems to think that both the 
Americans and the mainland 


government have good reasons. 


for agreeing to a trusteeship, 
and that the Nationalist Gov- 
ernment will presently be too 
debilitated to matter. 


The article is vigorously writ- 
ten, whether or not one agrees 
with the conclusions. Nowhere 
is Kyu more vigorous. than 
when he turns to consider the 
position of the Japanese So- 
cialist Party on Taiwan, Back 
from a tour of the New China, 
Socialist leaders not long ago 
let it be known to their follow- 
ers that the Taiwanese problem 
is an internal affair, not to be 
made an excuse for internation- 
al meddling. Here is Kyu on 
the subject: 


“I interpreted this (the So- 
cialist position) as easy flattery 
to the host who brought them 
by airplane at his expense and 
who feasted them at his ex- 
pense. Surely even the most 
feeble-minded ought to see that 
Taiwan is not as internal prob- 
lem, And at the same time I 


felt rather envious of Japan, 


where people can close their 
eyes to the facts and toss con- 
cepts around and with no trou- 


ble become politicians. 


“When I am born again, I 
want it to be not as an Ameri- 
can but as a Chinese. I will 
get the backing of the Railway 
Union or Sohyo or the Teach- 
ers’ Union, and become a Social- 
ist member of the Diet. It makes 
me smile just to think how 
pleasant it will be to announce 
carelessly that ‘the Taiwanese 
problem is a domestic Chinese 
problem,’ and not give a thought 
to the ynhappiness of the aban- 
doned Taiwanese.” | 


By coincidence (or did the edi- 
tors plan it that way?) the very 
next article gives a fine illustra- 
tion of the Japanese faculty for 
tossing concepts about and 
abandoning whole peoples in the 
process. It is‘by Shotaro Nishino 
of the Diet Library, and it is a 
historical survey of the Middle 
East over the past 40 years. 
Just as Sociafist leaders, not bur- 
dened with responsibility for 
action, can trim the Taiwanese 
problem to fit a concept, so Nishi- 
no can prettify the Middle East. 
He does it by dismissing Israel. 
The only force he permits in 
Arab nationalism, whose de- 
mands must be met. 


One may admit that it would 
be a simpler Middle East - if 
that were true. But there Israel 
is, and only the very cynical or 
the very irresponsible can close 
their eyes to the fact that to 
become a wholehearted partisan 
of Arab nationalism is to find 
oneself in a crusade to destroy a 
nation. The Japanese commen- 
tator seems untroubled by such 
considerations, ‘ 


The July Chuo Koron ¢arries 
several articles and a panel dis- 
cussion under the general title 
“Atomic Power for Death and 
Atomic Power for Life.” We 
are given a mass of informa- 
tion, much of it fairly im- 
penetrable to the layman, on 
strontium 90 and the question 


of when atmospheric pollution 


becomes dangerous. 


Though there is much dis- 
agreement, there seems to be 


. being 


general agreement at least that 
the issue is in doubt, and that 
Rm might be well to stop nuclear 
tests until more is known about 
the results. .The writers also 
seem to agree that political 
pressure may explain the 
optimistic views of certain 
American scientists. 


On one troublesome gq 
there is a suggestion of an 
answer. If we do not know the 
full effects of nuclear tests, how 
can we be sure that peaceful 


use of atomic energy will not — 


have harmful effects? Here are 
some remarks on the subject 
by’ Professor Masashi Miyaka- 
wa of Tokyo University: 

“Atomic power will not be 
denied in civilizations of the 
future. - Since it will be actom- 
led by the same effects as 
the testing of nuclear weapons, 
therefore, on but a different 
scale, we must find solutions to 
problems of pollution and» the 
like ....only the form and 
the magnitude (of the explo 
sion) will be different. Indeed 
the magnitude may be the same, 
and “the only difference in the 
degree of pollution and the ease 
of controlling it. In any case, 
we may find, unless we are care- 
ful, that even though the aims 
are not belligerent the results 
will be unfortunate.” 

Professor Mitsuo Taketani of 
St. Paul’s University, the most 
articulate 6f atomic physicists, 
is given his say again. -Profes- 
sor Taketani is a strange figure. 
He keeps protesting his scienti- 
fic coolness and neutrality, and 
yet his emotions are always 
getting in the way. And, like 
many of his countrymen, he 
has a habit of shifting his 
terms of reference midway 
through the argument. 

This is particularly noticeable 
when he discusses international 
control of atomic weapons, 
Japan, he says, must mediate, 
and ask equal concessions of 
both sides. It is unreasonable 
to propose registration of atom- 
ic tests, for that would mean 
asking concessions only ofthe 
Soviet Union. . 

It is reasonable, on the other 
hand, to propose immediate 
outlawing of atomic tests, for 
any violation of the ban could 
immediately be detected. He 
may be right, but it must be 
noted that he has shifted his 
ground. The test applied to the 
first proposal is not applied to 
the second.
